In Boston tornadic winds blew 
down the steeple of the Old 
North Church and Paul Revere 

rode again in 
the quickened 
minds of those 
who received 
the news. 

He was an 
unusual man, 
was Paul Re- 
vere. 

Had not his 
father “‘wearied 
of bumpkins 
trying to pro- 

nounce the family name,’’ the 
poet Longfellow would have been 
hard put to find a rhyme for the 
poem which made the North 
Church steeple, Revere and his 
horse part and parcel of one of 
our best-loved folk stories. 


Papa Revere had come over 
to America at the age of 13 asa 
silversmith apprentice. His name 
was Appolos de Revoire and he 
was, of course, French. His fam- 
ily was one of the persecuted, 
Huguenots, often in exile. Young 
Revoire to Boston came from 
the Isle of Guernsey. When he 
had served out his apprentice- 
ship, and founded his business 
and a family, he changed the 
name to Revere, being weary, as 
he said, of the coufitry bumpkins 
who couldn’t pronounce the 
French name. Young Appolos 
de Revoire, third of 12 children, 
therefore became simply Paul 
Revere. 


Artist 


Young Paul grew to be quite 
a man. 

He was a really superb artist 
in silver and engraving. He 
painted pictures and portraits 
well. He was an expert crafts- 
man in metals and wood. 


Manufacturing dentists could 
claim him as one of their own. 
He worked out dental braces and 
full ‘‘plates,’’ using wood and 
metal, He was an early be- 
liever in advertising. Revere 
took ads to boost the sale of 
his dentures, as not merely or- 
namental, ‘‘enormously improv- 
ing the looks’’ of those whose 
teeth were thus replaced, but 
also ‘‘of real use in speaking 
and eating.”’ 

But most of all he was a po- 
litical agitator for individual 
freedom. This was in his Hugue- 
not blood. 

The British early listed Paul 
Revere aS a dangerous: subver- 
sive. He was always able to fur- 
nish political workers from the 
mechanics who toiled in Boston’s 
shops since he was their ad- 
mired leader. He was early in 
secret conversation and plotting 
with John Hancock, Samuel Ad- 
ams and Joseph Warren. Many 
a strong young mechanic went 
on spying missions against the 
British on orders from Paul 
Revere. 

He was one of the committee 
of three which met to determine 
what action to take against the 
tea tax. He was-—one of the 50 
men who donned war paint and 
Indian dress, boarded a ship of 
the East India Co., and dumped 
the tea into the harbor. 

Revere made many rides. He 
was a busy, stubborn agitator. 
Before the ‘“Tea Party’’ he made 
the long hard ride to New York, 
in the midst of a cruel winter, to 
let ‘‘the Sons of Liberty’’ there 
know what was planned in Bos- 
ton. When the British punished 
Boston with the restrictive ‘‘Bos- 
ton Port Bill,’’ Revere was the 
man who rode horseback to New 
York and Philadelphia to carry 
protests and appeals for help. 


Familiar 


Later, he was named the offi- 
cial courier for the Massachu- 
setts Provincial Assembly to 
Congress. He was daily on the 
roads and he and his horse be- 
came a well-known figure to all, 
including the British. 

It was Longfellow who made 
the ‘‘midnight ride’’ famous. Ac- 
tually, it was no more important 
than others. The men who 
plotted to make our revolution 
learned that Gen. Gage planned 
to remove the stores at Fort Wil- 
liam and Mary. Revere rode 
into New Hampshire and made 
possible a raid on the fort. Pow- 
der and shot so seized made pos- 
sible the defense of, and later 
the retreat from, Bunker Hill. 
Two days before his ride to Lex- 
ington, Revere rode to Concord 
in time to have military stores 
moved to safety. It was on this 
journey that he arranged with 
**a Col. Conant and some other 
gentlemen that, if the British 
went by. water we would show 
two lanthorns in the North 
Church steeple; and if by land, 
one as a signal. . .” 

Revere held no command. In 
one engagement he was accused 
of cowardice, but was excused. 
He lived a useful life, dying

The woman, Thelma A. John- 
son, 25, telephoned police while 
on a drinking spree late Tuesday 
night and announced, “‘I want to 
get something off my mind.” 

The “something” was a de- 
tailed confession, Terry said, of 
how she fed a ‘“‘roach poison 
cocktail” to Mrs. Katie Wilson 
more than three years ago while 
she and Mrs. Wilson were room- 
ing together in Augusta. 

Police found the body three 
days after the alleged slaying, 
but decomposition had set in so 


difficult. The case was marked 
off as a natural death. 

The suspect reported she at- 
tempted to murder Mrsi* Wilson

Hospital’s Room Service

The high cost of hospitalization is a 
popular discussion subject these days.

Hence, while the day 
rate is higher, the over-all bill mhy be, 
and often is, lower than when grandpa 
went to the hospital 30 years ago.

The patient who so desires can get 
all a first-class hotel offers—room service, 
ice water, air conditioning, radio and/or 
television. In addition, he gets services 
that no hotel has yet ‘offered. And the 
price per day is highly comparable. 

Besides, the occupant of the hotel room 
isn’t expected to tip the nurses.

That is the ultimate aim 
of the Soviet Union, which could then 
concentrate all its efforts to destroy the 
major bar to Communist werld domina- 
tion—the might and power of America.

Then he‘é Fae 
gave it to the city. That was 93 
years ago. 

Motorists who travel four-laned 
U.S. 41-E from Atlanta to Marietta 
think at times that stretch of road 
must have been built before the 
historic half-mile highway in Mass- 
achusetts. Surely, the Georgia four- 
lane, completed in 1941, was not 
designed for the 1954 load. 

According to Lt. R. V. Richards’ 
accident reporting division at State 
Patrol headquarters, the 19-mile 
section of U.S. 41 from Atl to 
Marietta is carrying 14,000 cars 
every 24 hours, for 266,000 miles a 
day or 48,000,000 miles in six 
months. 

The accident rate isn’t too bad 
as compared to the two-lane strips 
of U.S. 41 in Georgia. In fact, the 
rate is about.the same per mile. 
The point is that on a double- 
tracked road, the record should be 
.better. At least that’s the opinion 
cf the nonprofessional observer. 

The lanes are too narrow. (Note 
the difference when you enter the 
newer section above Marietta or 
the four-lane toward Griffin.) 

The center strip or divider is 
no wider than a wedding band and 
can get one into a heap more 
trouble. 

Except at the W. Paces Ferry 
and Marietta intersections, where 
there is a bulge in the pattern, the 
only way to make a left turn off the 
highway is to dare and do. So nar- 
row is the island in the middle 
that either the rear of one’s car 
must remain in the lane from 
which you are turning or else the 
front protrudes into the lane op- 
posite. Either way the driver is 
sticking his neck out. There is no 
middle ground. 

For the first six months of 1954, 
the State Patrol lists 45 accidents 
with three persons killed and 16 
injured on the Atlanta - Marietta 
section. The patrol records are not 
complete. The casualty list has 
grown by two more fatalities since 
Aug. 1. | 
’ Here is a good example of how 
quickly road .design can become 
obsolete.. Only by a complete re- 
building job can the highway con- 
form to the demands of 1954 traf- 
fice. And the peak is yet to come.

This was the opinion which the President advariced at one 0 
press conferences early in this session of Congress—the opinion that 
the matter of Communists in government or other places of trust 
would not be a major issue in the 1954 campaign. 


Mr. Eisenhower’s view was 
scorned by the political profession- 
als. Some thought it was naive and 
others thought it was regrettable. 
Some Republican leaders were sure 
it could and should be made a win- 
ning issue. Many correspondents 
were convicted that public opinion 
would make it an issue regardless 
of what the politicians said about 
it. 

Recently the Gallup interviewers 
asked a carefully-drawn cross-sec- 
tion of the nation’s voters what 
arguments would be most influen- 
tial in getting them to vote Repub- 
lican or Democratic. The foremost 
Democratic argument was unem- 
ployed and the mext most cited is- 
sue was the Republican farm ‘pol- 
icy. The foremost Republican ar- 
gument was ending the Korean 
War and the next most cited argu- 
ment was the reduction of taxes. 

But what happened to the Com- 

st issue? The answer is that 
it isn’t there. What has apparently 
happened is that public opinion has 
decided that C ists-in 
ment is not a major issue regard- 
less of what the politicians say 
about it.

CINCINNATI—Republican Party managers are

years.

The only people who have a really tender regard for school, 
some young relatives tell me, are the doddering, senile individ- 
uals who have long since been graduated or the Enviable Under- 
priviledged. (As far as my children are concerned the Enviable 
Underpriviledged are those lucky children in some foreign land 
I always drag into dinner table conversations when we have 
something terrible they don’t want to eat. You know: “If the 
poor children of China—or Armenia or Siberia and once it was 
England—could only taste this lovely ragout!’’) 


Of course I haven’t seen a child yet who wouldn’t give what- 
ever dubious goodie it is to the poor children of China or wher- 
ever—and gladly. And the same is true of schools. Anybody who 
wants an education is welcome, as far as children 
cerned.

Oak Grove school, long since swtht into oblivion by con- 
solidation, was for many years the source of all learning and 
much sociability for the young citizens who lived around Logan- 
ville. First it functioned in the old courtroom with the judge’s 
bench serving as the teacher’s desk and the fireplace warming 
it in winter. Then what was called ‘‘the new school’’—a two- 
roomer—was built about 1905 or 1906 and dozens of outstanding 
Georgians learned to read, write and cipher there. 


_ Mrs. Mamie Watson (she was Mamie Boss) of 1380 Newton 
Ave., SE, and her brother, Jesse Boss, of 1260 McPherson Ave., 
got to thinking fondly of the old school several years ago and 
three years ago they organized a reunion of former pupils and 
teachers. It was such a success it became an annual affair, an 
occasion which will be repeated next Sunday. 


: About 300 people are expected to assemble at Oak Grove 
vommunity house (formerly the Presbyterian church) at 10 
o’clock next Sunday when Mrs. Ada Cowsert, of Loganville, 
rings the old school bell. Mrs. Cowsert taught at the little 
school about 1911 and is one of several former teachers who 
will be on hand. 


*“‘We don’t have much of an organized program,” Mrs. Wat- 
son said. “‘We ring the bell and call the roll, of course. And we 
sing some songs. But mostly we just visit and reunion. All of us 
take picnic lunches, as we did as children, and at noon recess 
we eat out under the trees.”’ 

A lot of the former pupWs who are expected to be there 
attended the school before thei turn of the century. Mrs. Watson 
spoke especially of Mrs. Charity Brand Nunnally and Mrs. Mary 
Brand Garrett, of Loganville; Mr. Cyrenius Bennett and his 
brother, Mr. Dave, Mrs. Molly Livsey Brand and Mrs. Robene 
Bennett Livsey, and Mr. M. J. Summerlin, of Tucker. 

There will be a great many others and they'll have a fine 
day because, unlike the children who start to school this week, 
they see school days in a lovely light, softened by time and 
glorified by memories.

Surprise! You Too Can Build a Skyscraper! 


By YOLANDE GWIN 

The Do-It-Yourself craze is fun 
and imaginations can run wild 
and usually do, 

But why bother and waste 
time making footstools, corner 
cabinets, picket fences, or wicker 
bird cages? They’re too compli- 
cated. 

Making something simple is 
far more sensible. Like a build- 
ing. It’s just an up and down 
pattern. Nothing fancy. 

Nothing to it at all. As an 
example take a look at the one 
the Fulton Bank is building on 
Marietta street. 

All it is, is a tall frame with 
posts at each corner and a lot 
of beams connecting them. All 
you have to do is decide how 
tall you want yours and leave 


some space between the posts 
for floors. 


JUST NAILS 

Anybody could do it. Just buy 
some extra heavy nails to hold 
up the posts and some smaller 


ones to nail down the boards for 
the floor. The sides could be left 
open at certain places for win- 
dows. They would just be longer 
than they are wide and it would 
be easy to cut. In case of a mis- 
take it wouldn’t matter too 
much because lots of rooms and 
buildings have different size 
windows. 

In case you give out of lumber 
you can just leave an opening 
and call it a door or a floor- 
length window. Be your own in- 
terior decorator too. 

Most buildings are even on all 


sides so there is no worry about 
measuring. Just like making a 


crate. Boards going this way and 
that and nailed together. 


Checking with Frank Maroney, 
of Dallas, Tex., superintendent 
of the bank building under con- 
struction, he gave out the follow- 
ing reminders: 

“Rivets are used instead of 
nails. They range in size from 
Y% to 1% inches. 

ALL MARKED 


“The steel beams used depend 
on whether they are used on the 
exterior or the interior. The 
cross beams are lighter after you 
build four or five stories. They 
are all marked, like that one 
over there which is 160-2B. 
Every beam is marked, every 
column is marked, and they 


have to be used according to 
specifications. Everything is on 
paper first and measured to the 
exact size. No waste. No mis- 
take. 


“Column weight is 420 pounds 
per foot. Metal decking is placed 
on the metal beams and con- 
crete is poured over all. All 
floors above the second will be 
of light-weight concrete which is 
about two-thirds lighter than the 
normal, 


“Out there that worker is 
using a burning torch to cut off 
sheet piling. That has to be done 
before we lay the outside brick. 
Now over here is a _ cutting 
torch. ... 

*“‘Nope, nothing to it at all, Mr. 
Maroney, but just one question. 
If my building blocks my drive- 
way, what'll I do?”

Acosta, veteran flier and race car 
driver, died today in the Jewish 
Consumptives’ Relief Society San- 
atorium here after a two-year ill- 
ness.

Acosta started flying a self-built 
plane in 1910 and 11 years later 
set a new flying speed record of 
176.9 miles an hour. He flew with

flight.

OXFORD, Engiand, Sept. 1 (A 
Scientists may soon be able to 
destroy two-thirds of the world 
by pressing a button, the retiring 
president of the British Assn. for 
the Advancement of Science said 
tonight. 

Dr. Edgar D. Adrian, 64, told 
the association’s annual meeting 
that repeated atomic explosions 
might lead to a general radioac- 
tive contamination ‘‘which no one 


+can tolerate or escape.”’ 


It is the task of scientists,. he 
said ‘‘to point out that the hu- 


‘man race cannot stand more than 


a few thousand large atomic ex- 
plosions whether they hit their 
target or miss it.’’ 

Precautions can be taken to 
avoid the dangers of contamina- 
tion when atomic energy is used 
to supply power for industry, but 
in a major war ‘‘they would soon 
be set aside’ he said, adding: 

“Powerful nations who think 
they could win quickly might ac- 
cept the risk.’’ Adrian continued. 

“A few hundred large bombs 
would not raise the level of radi- 
ation to the point where it would 
become a general danger ;: . . but 
a long war between powers well 
armed with bombs would cer- 
tainly involve an order of radio- 
active contamination which would 
involve us all, victors as well as 
vanquished. . . 

“There are conceivable safe- 
guards, of course, but controls 
and conventions are not fool- 
proof, and in future whenever the 
the world in split into two oppos- 
ing groups with large stores of 
atomic weapons it must face this 
added risk of catastrophe. . .”’

Officials said these reductions 
bring government prices more 
nearly into line with current mar- 
ket quotations. They said that in 
some local areas where privately 
owned feed supplies are short the 
new prices may be lower than the 


cost of buying grain elsewhere 


and shipping it in. 

The price reductions were 
authorized under a new farm law 
signed last Saturday by President 
Eisenhower. The lower prices 
apply to grain at points of stor- 
age. Most of this grain is stored 
in government owned bins in 
major production areas of the 
Midwest, Southwest and South- 
east.

College athletes live as long as 


_ scholars do, or vice versa. Stren- 


uous exercise does not hurt the 
old ticker nor does it set the 
stage for future heart trouble. 

In this respect, there is no 
such condition as “athiete’s 
heart.’’ 

In the past, the harmful ef- 
fects of overexertion were ex- 
aggerated. It was difficult to see 
how the normal heart could 


_ withstand the stress associated 
with running a mile or playing 
/ a game of football or basketball. 


Most of the stigma is trace- 
able to those who collapsed due 
to heart leakage or other ab- 
normality.

One of the most interesting 
surveys of longevity and ath- 


letics was done by Sir Alas 
Rook on a group of Cambridge

The purpose was to discover 
whether the former athletes 
lived longer than the scholars or 
randoms—men who had not dis- 
tinguished themselves in either 
field. 

The results revealed that the 
average age at death of the 
sportsmen was 67.97; scholars, 
69.41; and randoms, 67.43. 

Details of this study also 
showed the percentage of deaths 
from cardiovascular conditions 
in athigtes was 36.4; in intellec- 
tuals, 39.9; and in randoms, 41.5. 

There is more to health than 
exercising. Regular habits, 
good food and sufficient rest are 


| more important. 


Longevity also depends upon 
heredity, temperament, occupa- 
tion, body build, ecofiomic sta- 
tus and how many diseases have 
plagued the individual. The use 
of alcohol, tobacco and coffee 
also plays a role.
